2. Applicants' communication paper dated 1 0/1 5/03 is acknowledged. Applicants 
have cancelled claim 3, and amended claims 1,2,4,7-12. Therefore, the claims under 
consideration are the claims 1,2,4-15, which are renumbered as claims 1-14 
respectively. 

3. The above stated claims as presented by the applicants consist of the invention, 
which was not claimed in the parent cases, namely U.S. Application Sr. Nos. 10347920, 
filed 1/22/03, U.S.P. 6689773, and U.S. Application Sr. # 09848881, filed 5/4/01, U.S.P. 
6534492. 

4. The closest prior art reference of record, Wenger et al (U.S.P 4859229) teaches 
making of compounds having a core: 

5. " 3-arvluracil having substituted ether (thio) carbomvloxv or substituted 
sulfonvl oxv groups" . 

6. The other prior art of record reference Dininno et al (EP 464900, also cited as 
Chemical Abstract DN 117:212220) teaches preparation of-biphenyl carbapenems and 
their utility as antibiotics.

NH-S02-NH2 - (1.1-biphenvl) . See compound with CAS RN # 136648-22-1 in the 
Chem.

oxazole. pyridine, and their (where possible) mono- or diketo- groups.
